“I  would  like  to  institute  changes  in  the  hours  of  those  in 
the  dormitories  and  also  housing  requirements  for  those  un- 
.  der  21. 

*  “I  would  also  like  to  see  a  change  in  the  student  -  faculty 
discipline  committee  by  adding  more  students  to  it.

Conimunity  Blood  Bank 
To  Sponsor  Bleed-In 


The  third  ainnual  MSC  Bleed- 
in,  sponsored  by  the  Nodaway 
Community  Blood  Bank,  will 
be  held  Apr.  17,  18  at  the 
UCCF-Wesley  Foundation  Stu¬ 
dent  Center,  according  to  Dr, 
Elwyn  K.  DeVore,  chairman. 

MSC  is  a  member  of  the  Nod¬ 
away  Community  Blood  Bank. 
Provisions  of  such  member¬ 
ship  require  that  a  minimum 
of  five  per  cent  of  the  student 
body  or  approximately  200  stu¬ 
dents  give  blood  for  toe  entire 
student  body. 

In  doing  so,  toe  donors  will 
make  it  possible  for  any  stu¬ 
dent  nee^g  blood  to  obtain 
it  by  paying  only  toe  proces¬ 
sing  fee.  The  total  cost  of  blood 
is  $43  a  pint  The  processing 
cost  is  $15. 

Members  of  toe  faculty  are 
not  covered  in  this  program; 
they  must  join  as  community 
members.  With  this  member¬ 
ship  student  may  obtain 
blood  at  this  lower  cost  when-, 
ever  or  wherever  necessary,

with  toe  Community  Blood 
Bank,  Inc.,  Kansas  City,  and 
toe  St.  Francis  Hospital,  Mary- 
vUle.  Blood  is  taken  by  Kansas 
City  and  local  hospital  person¬ 
nel  to  be  used  in  programs  in 
the  area. 

Rare  blood  types  are  avail- 
ble  from  Kansas  City  for  emer¬ 
gency  use;  for  other  types  the 
loc^  hospiM  supply  will  bo 
sufficient  under  the  plan  for 
college  and  county  needs. 

Unmarried  students  under  21 
who  wish  to  donate  blood  must 
obtain  parental  consent.

Dr.  Martin  Luther  King  died 
for  this  time — ^the  time  now 
seems  so  vague  and  far  away. 

It  is  time  all  Americans  re¬ 
alize  that  we  have  truly  lost 
a  devoted  and  peace  -  loving 
man  who  tried  to  bring  both 
toe  Negro  and  white  citizens 
of  America  equal  relationship 
for  all  the  wonderM  oppor¬ 
tunities  this  country  has  to  of¬ 
fer.  We  must  continue  to 
further  his  willingness  to  bring 
equal  opiwrtunity  to  all  Amer¬ 
icans.

A  guide  for  the  student  elec¬ 
tion  scheduled  for  Apr.  17  was 
the  main  point  of  considera¬ 
tion  at  the  Mar.  28  meeting 
of  the  MSC  Student  Senate. 

Senator  Sue  Shew  read  the 
election  rules  that  her  commit¬ 
tee  would  submit  to  campaign 
managers  and  their  candi¬ 
dates.  An  issue  developed  over 
the  meaning  and  value  of  Ih© 
phrase  “by  word  of  mouth.” 

The  consensus  of  the  sena¬ 
tors  is  to  make  the  election 
much  more  open  in  an  effort 
to  arouse  more  interest  and 
participation  on  the  part  of  the 
students.

She  plans  to  enter  the  field 
of  commercial  home  economics 
and  concentrate  on  merchan¬ 
dising. 

,..^When  discussing  her  ideas 
ii'^t  campus  life.  Miss  Mont¬ 
gomery  stated,  “There  is  so 
much  more  to  college  than  just 
going  to  classes.’’ 

She  emphasized  that  students 
should  have  a  combination  of 
classes  and  activities  to  re¬ 
ceive  a  well-rounded  education. 
“Anybody  can  read  a  book!” 
•  Miss  Montgomery  thinks  that 
there  is  a  definite  communica¬ 
tion  block  between  freshmen 
and  upperclassmen  at  MSC. 
Most  freshmen  do  not  know 
enough  about  Homecoming  and 
organizations  on  campus  to  be- 
.  cppie  involved  until  their  sec- 
or  third  year  here,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  coed. 

She  also  stated  that  aU  stu¬ 
dents  need  to  be  aware  of  col¬ 
lege  life  in  its  total  perspective. 
As  an  example,  she  pointed  to 


student  government,  “There  is 
no  sense  in  having  nearly  all 
class  officers  be  Greek.” 

The  former  campus  ambas¬ 
sador  referred  to  that  program 
as  an  example  of  apathy 
among  students  at  MSC.  After 
stating  that  there  were  only 
nine  applicants  for  this  sum¬ 
mer’s  program,  she  said,  “It 
really  irritates  me  to  think  col¬ 
lege  students  have  this  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  travel,  but  don’t  take 
advantage  of  it. 

“When  I  ask  students  why 
they  don’t  apply,  they  have 
such  poor  excuses:  T  can’t  af¬ 
ford  it’;  ‘My  grades  aren’t  high 
enough’:  ‘I  couldn’t  leave  my 
boyfriend  or  my  parents  for  a 
whole  summer’:  ‘I  don’t  know 
the  language.’  ” 

Miss  Montgomery  stressed 
that  grades,  money,  and  lan¬ 
guage  barriers  are  not  really 
major  problems  for  campus 
ambassadors  because  there  are 
many  ways  they  can  receive 
assistance.  “Boyfriends  and 
parents  shouldn’t  be  exaggerat¬ 
ed  into  major  problems, 
either.”

,  V*  .  In  a  letter  received  Inst  week  by  the  men  of  Delta  Sigma  Phi 
Fraternity,  The  Hon.  Warren  E.  Hearnes,  governor  of  Missouri, 
expressed  his  appreciation  to  the  fraternity  members  and  tlieir 
fellow  students  nt  MSC  for  the  dramatic  effort  they  made  to 
Illustrate  students’  support  for  United  States’  servicemen. 

’The  fraternity  members,  47  strong,  staged  a  260-milc  marathon 
run  March  24-26  to  deliver  a  petition  signed  by  more  than 
1,000  MSC  students  to  the  governor  in  Jefferson  City.  The 
petition  proclaimed  MSC  support  for  the  efforts  of  American 
servicemen. 

Held  in  cooperation  with  the  “Support  Our  Servicemen’’  cam¬ 
paign  of  the  American  Red  Cross,  the  rumiers  traversed  the 
distance  to  the  state  capital  in  slightly  more  than  48  hours, 
each  running  more  tlian  five  miles  in  the  process.

The  MSC  campus  will  soon 
have  the  new  addition  of  Hick¬ 
ory  Grove,  an  old  country 
schoolhouse  presented  by  the 
Nodaway  County  Historical  So¬ 
ciety. 

Accoixiing  to  Mrs.  Neva 
Rhodes,  spokesman  for  the  so¬ 
ciety,  the  one-room  building  is 
presently  located  in  mid-north¬ 
ern  Nodaway  County,  but  it 
wEl  be  moved  to  the  campus 
east  of  the  Adminstration 
Building  Auditorium  this 
spring.  It  win  serve  as  a  small 
museum  of  “old  times”  in  or¬ 
der  tliat  today’s  students  and 
public  may  see  and  compai’e 
the  old  with  the  new. 

Mrs.  Rhodes,  former 
Maryville  teacher,  is  In 
charge  of  the  building’s 
authentie  restoration.  She 
has  taken  a  speeial  inter¬ 
est  in  the  project  as  some 
of  her  immediate  ances¬ 
tors  were  involved  with 
educational  activities  in 
the  school. 

Her  maternal  grandfather, 
Mr.  William  Pence,  served  on 
the  school’s  first  board  as 
chairman,  and  helped  to  make 
building  plans  for  the  school. 
In  1883  the  building  was  con¬ 
structed,  with  the  total  build¬ 
ing  cost  being  approximately 
$70.  It  was  considered  modern 
for  its  time. 

During  1887  and  1888,  Mrs. 
Rhodes’  father,  Mr.  Charles 
McDermott,  taught  at  Hickory 
Grove  and  later  married  one

of  his  former  students,  Viola 
Pence. 

The  restoration  of  the  old 
school  was  first  envisioned  by 
Mrs.  Rhodes.  The  project  wUl 
require  much  effort  because 
none  of  the  original  furnish¬ 
ings  remain. 

Mrs.  Rhodes  has  possession 
of  all  of  tlie  school’s  records, 
and  she  has  written  a  25,000 
word  manuscript  entitled  “Se¬ 
crets  of  the  Old  Schoolrouse,” 
which  wEl  soon  be  published  in 
book  form.  One  year  after  she 
wrote  the  manuscript,  she 
made  contact  with  the  Histori¬ 
cal  Society,  and  they  in  turn 
also  found  interest  in  the  proj¬ 
ect  of  restoring  the  building 
and  its  contents. 

Mr.  Eldon  Milbank,  for¬ 
mer  high  school  student  in 
Mrs.  Rhodes’  classes,  do¬ 
nated  the  old  school  house. 
He  and  his  wife  own  the

Vie  for  Honors  at  Initial  Meeting 


The  Northwest  Junior  Acad¬ 
emy  of  Science  will  hold  its 
first  meeting  this  afternoon  ir. 
the  film  and  reading  rooms  of 
tlie  Wells  Library,  according 
to  Dr.  Kenneth  Minter,  chair¬ 
man  of  the  biology  depai-t- 
ment. 

The  pu^ose  of  the  Acad¬ 
emy,  which  is  sponsored  by 
the  Missouri  Academy  of  Sci¬ 
ence  through  tlie  aid  of  a  Na¬ 
tional  Science  Foundation 
Grant,  is  to  stimulate  scientif¬ 
ic  research  by  junior  high  and 
senior  high  school  students. 

Twenty-three  students  from 
Nortliwest  Missouri  schools 
will  compete  for  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  taking  their  papers 
to  tlie  Senior  Academy  meet¬ 
ing  Apr.  26,  27  at  tlie  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Missouri  at  Kansas 
City.  'The  two  papers  judged 
to  be  the  best  will  be  certified 
for  the  UMKC  competition. 

Students  will  read  tlieir  pa¬ 
pers  prepared  on  such  topics 
as  “Mouse  Behavior,”  “Re¬ 
membering  and  Forgetting,’- 


“Dreams,”  “Drugs  and  Their 
Abuses,”  “21st  Century,” 
“The  Photoelectric  Effect  of 
Light,”  “Measurement  of  the 
Angle  Between  Two  Stars,” 
and  “Preparation  and  Use  of  a 
'  Chemical  Indicator.” 

Most  of  tlie  papers  are  li¬ 
brary  research  papers.  They 
were  recommended  to  the 
Junior  Academy  by  teachers 
of  the  students. 

Judges  for  the  contest  are 
Dr.  Ted  Weichinger,  Dr.  John 
Shinpoch,  Tarkio,  and  Mr.
